II is tempting for historians—ond perhaps even more vo for jour- 
nalists—to paste а specific label on a decode. LIFE hos labeled 
this special double issue on the '60s "The Decode of Tumult and 
Change.” It was certainly that. 

And yet the significant movements of a decode rarely begin 
with the opening year and then stop neatly on calendar cue ten 
years later; men and events are по! so tidy with time. The last dec- 
‘ade in America that perhaps deserved a single, embracing label 
wos the 30s: surely it was о decade dominated from beginning al- 
most to end by the Greot Depression. The '40s, however, were 
shorply divided between World War Il, over in 1945, and the post- 
war years, a period for America of worldwide involvement ond r 
building. Nor did the second phase of the '40s end with the dec- 
‘ode. И continued into the '50s, which eventually become, under 
President Eisenhower, o period of relative tranquillity and peace, 
of the cold war ond the silent generation. 

The "60s, a time of tremendous forces ond changes, will be 
onolyzed ond argued obout for yeors to come, But we suggest 
that this decode, in terms of American life ond the American 
scene, breaks into two fairly distinct ports. In Не first, there was 
a brisk feeling of hope, a generally optimistic and energetic 
shift from the calm of the lote '50s. Then, in a growing swell of 
demands for extreme ond immediate change, the second port of 
the decode exploded—over race, youth, violence, life-styles and, 
above all, over the Vietnam war. These explosive years will 
corry over into the 70s, and it is impossible to predict when they 
will end. 

The great themes ond trends of this turbulent era were, indeed, 
already in motion during the early years of the 605, but they Le- 
‘come dominant only in the second half of the decode.
